SMALLPOX. — The  district  has  remained  entirely  free  from  this  disease  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER.— The  disease  was  present  in  some  part  of  the  district,  more  or  less  through¬ 
out  the  year  but  was  most  prevalent  in  May  at  Croft,  and  November  at  Martinscroft,  where  most  of  the 
forty-five  cases  notified  occurred.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  no  deaths  resulted  therefrom. 
I  sent  two  of  these  cases  into  Hospital  for  treatment,  the  rest  being  fairly  isolated,  were  allowed  to 
remain  under  treatment  at  home.  I  ordered  the  schools  at  Croft  and  Martinscroft  to  be  closed  for  a 
month.  The  first  case  notified  on  January  28th  inst.  was  brought  into  the  district  from  Moss  Side  Manchester. 

MEASLES — This  disease  is  not  notifiable  and  assumed  an  epidemic  form  in  June  at  Padgate, 
where  I  ascertained  there  were  about  twenty-one  cases  in  a  few  days.  I  recommended  the  Managers 
to  close  the  schools  for  14  davs,  which  was  done,  and  the  outbreak  subsided.  Three  deaths  occured 
from  this  disease  in  Sankey  sub-registration  districts. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. — During  the  year  five  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  four  in  the 
Winwick  and  one  in  the  Sankey  district,  three  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  first  fatal  case  occured  at 
Ainsworth’s,  Farnworth  Road  Penketh.  These  premises  were  found  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  drainage 
and  closet  accomodation  defective.  Three  of  the  other  cases  occured  in  new  houses  built  on  good 
sanitary  principles,  and  not  connected  with  any  old  drains.  The  fourth  case  occured  in  an  old  house, 
but  no  insanitary  conditions  were  found  to  account  for  the  disease,  one  of  these  cases  was  sent  into 
Hospital  for  treatment. 


DIPHTHERIA. — Two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  from  Orford,  the  first  Case  proved  fatal 
the  day  after  being  notified.  Both  cases  occured  in  the  same  house;  the  premises  were  inspected,  but 
nothing  of  an  insanitary  condition  could  be  found. 

ERYSIPELAS. —  Three  cases  only  were  notified  which  is  below  the  average  of  former  years,  none 
of  which  proved  fatal. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. — Several  cases  of  this  disease  occured  during  the  year,  mostly  in  the 
Sankey  district,  two  of  which  proved  fatal. 

CROUP. — There  has  been  an  entire  absence  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 

DIARRHCEA  AND  DYSENTERY. — Twelve  deaths  occured  from  these  diseases,  mostly  in  the 
months  of  September  and  October,  and  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.  This  number  is  slightly  above 
the  average  of  former  y'ears  and,  in  most  cases  was  caused  by  improper  feeding. 

INFLUENZA. — Verv  few  cases  of  this  disease  occured  during  the  year ;  it  is  not  notifiable.  Two 
cases  of  death  are  returned  as  Influenza,  but,  complicated  with  Pneumonia,  which  is  the  most  prob¬ 
able  cause  of  death,  and  included  under  that  head. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. — The  same  arrangements  exist  as  in  former  years,  with  the 
Warrington  Corporation  tor  the  reception  of  infectious  cases  into  their  Hospital,  and  during  the  year 
two  cases  of  scarlet  Fever,  and  one  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  been  sent  in  for  treatment. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  entire  district  is  well  and  plentifully  supplied  with  pure  water. 

ROUTINE.  WORK. — Both  your  Inspector  and  I  have  very  frequently'  visited  and  inspected  every 
part  of  your  councils  district,  and  any  insanitary  defects,  have  been  from  time  to  time  laid  before  you 
remedied.  We  have  endeavoured  to  keep  the  district  in  as  good  a  sanitary  condition  as  possible,  by 
frequently  inspecting  Common  Lodging  Houses,  Bakehouses,  Slaughter  Houses,  Cowsheds,  Dairies,  Milk 
Shops,  Knackers’  Yards,  and  have  succeeded  in  keeping  these  in  a  good  sanitary  condition,  and  on  the 
whole  very  satisfactory  both  as  regards  lighting,  ventilation  and  cleanliness.  I  have  brought  under  your 
notice  polluted  streams,  dilapidated  houses  unfit  for  habitation,  and  have  advised  your  Council  upon 
conditions  likely  to  affect  the  public  health. 

THE  SCAVENGING  AND  EMPTYING  OF  PAILS  AND  ASHPITS.— This  work,  as  in  the 
past  year,  has  been  very  fairly  done  by  your  Contractor. 

THE  SEWAGE  WORKS  AT  BURTONWOOD.  These  works  are  in  full  operation  and  continue 
to  give  very  satisfactory  results,  without  any  complaints
